Oleomargarine has been prohibited in 
Martinique, Algeria, and all tlie other 
French colonies, under the provisions 
of a law passed iu France last April.

How Tliey Wash. 

The hardest worked washerwomen 
in the world aro the Koreans. They 
have to wash about a dozen dresses for 
their husbands, and inasmuch as every 
man wears pantaloons or drawers so 
baggy that they come up to iiis neck 
like tboso of a clown they have plenty 
to do. The washing is usually done in 
cold water and often in running 
streams. The clothes are pounded with 
paddles until they shine like a shirt 
front fresh from a Chinese laundry. 

The Japanese rip their garments 
apart for every washing, and they iron 
their clothes by spreading them on a 
flat board and leaning this up against 
the house to dry. The sun takes the 
wrinkles out of the clothes, and some 
of them have quite a luster. The Jap¬ 
anese woman does her washing out of 
doors. Her wash tub is not more than 
six inches high and is about as big 
around as the uverago dislipau. She 
gets the dirt out of the clothes by rub¬ 
bing them between her hands. She 
sometimes uses Japanese soup, which 
is full of grease, and works away with 
her bare feet. Tlie Chinese girls do 
their washing in much the same way. 

The washing in Egypt is usually done 
by the men. The Egyptian washerman 
stauds naked on tho bunks of the Kile 
and slaps tho wet clothes, with a noise 
like the shot of a pistol, on the smooth 
atones at the edge of the running water, 
and such fellah women as wash pound 
the dhrt out of their clothes in the same 


Frenchwomen pound the dirt out with 
paddles, often slamming the clothes up¬ 
on stouea, as the Egyptians do.—Ex¬ 
change. 

The Energy of a Cyclone. 

The primary cause of the low baro¬ 
metric pressure which marks the storm 
center and establishes the cyclone is ex - 
pansion of the air through excess of 
temperature. The heated air, rising in 
to cold upper regions, has a portion of 
its vapor condensed into clouds, and 
now a new dynamic factor is added, for 
each particle of vapor, in condensing, 
gives up its modicum of latent heat 
Each pound of vapor thus liberates, ac¬ 
cording to Professor Tyndall’s estimate, 
enough heat to melt five pounds of cast 
iron, so the amount given out where 
large masses of cloud are forming must 
enormously add to the convection cur¬ 
rents of the air, and hence to the storm 
developing power of the forming cy¬ 
clone. It is doubted whether a storm 
could attain, much less continue, the 
terrific force of that most dreaded of 
winds of temperate zones, the tornado, 
without the aid of those great masses of 
condensing vapor which always accom¬ 
pany it in tho form of stormclouds.— 
H. S. Williams, M. D., iu Harper’s 
Magazine.

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THE IDLER. 

It la in Towns and Villages that They 
Are the Most Dangerous. 

The old proverb about “idle hands" 

Is illustrated daily in these modern 1 
times in almost every place, large or 
small, just as it no doubt has been daily 
illustrated for several thousands of 
years—and yet we stupidly fail to mas- j 
ter the lesson which it conveys. A cer¬ 
tain little town in New England has re-! 
ceil My learned it in blood and tears. 
One of its loveliest women lias been 
murdered by an idler, who, with half a 
dozen of his mates, lounged habitually ! 
around the village corners, drinking j 
liquor when they could get it, ogling 
the passers-by and making coarse re¬ 
marks about them, disturbing the 
peace of the quiet community by night, 
and occasionally committing more or 
loss offensive misdemeanors. At last 
these have culminated in a crime so 
revolting that everyone who hears of 
It is chilled to the heart with horror. 

In our large cities the idlers abound, 
but the police usually keep them in de¬ 
cent order and compel them to remain 
In certain quarters. It Is in our towns 
and villages that they are most high¬ 
handed and most dangerous. What 
village dweller does not know the 
slouching figures, the lack-luster eyes, 
the insulting laugh, of the group of 
Idlers near the postofflee, the saloon, 
the railroad station, the hotel, the drug 
store? They do not rouse sufficient 
public indignation to cause any sort 
of a revolution, but they are, never¬ 
theless, a constant eyesore nnd men- 
ace lo the respectability of the com¬ 
munity. They do no good, surely, 
though some philosophic mind 1ms 
evolved the theory that they are creat¬ 
ed for tlie* purpose of furnishing awful 
examples. 

It Is hardly worth while to preserve 
our knots of idlers In order to secure 
tliis doubtful benefit. Let us get rid 
of them. If admonition and the settled 
determination of the docent jmrt of the 
community cannot do It. let the law be 
invoked, as It may be In most of our 
States. Above all, let every boy be In¬ 
st meted, at homo and at school, that an 
idler is hut a single degree above a 
criminal. Let him shun idleness as a 
plague. If he cannot at once get work, 
let him k<»ep away from the resorts of 
idlers until, by incessant effort, he sc- i 
euros work. Show him that the men 
who habitually hang around the streets 
have no social iiosition—that they are 
the scum of the place. Our teachers 
have a fsilse idea regarding the ethical 
knowledge to lie conveyed in the pub¬ 
lic schools. They may not teach any 
definite religious creed, and,, therefore, 
they imagine that they may not teach 
morals. They should understand that 
morals is tlie chief thing which they 
are in their places to teach, and that 
they should seize every peg which any 
recitation affords on which to hang a 
little moral lesson. One of the great¬ 
est lessons of all is that of daily indus¬ 
try. 

These little groups of Idlers tire \ 
breeding places for evil thoughts, evil ! 
words, evil deeds. Profanity and vicej 
nourish there. They should lie broken 
up and banished at any cost.—Leslie's 
Weekly. 

The Whisknrless Crniet.

Ancient Memorial Service. 

A remarkable service ■was held re¬ 
cently at tlie little Iwunlike church of 
I/cad Hall, near Lancaster, York, 
to pray for tlie repose of the »>uls of 
Lord De Clifford (commonly called the 
“butcher” because of his ferocity) and 
his friends, who were killed at the bat¬ 
tle of Towton on Palm Sunday, 1461, 
or who died later through Injuries re- 
relved.

OUR BIG BUILDINGS. 

For Them We Dave No Architectural 
Tradition to Guide li. 

To take tho 20 story steel frame 
buildiug and think it out for itself is to 
begin with that buildiug cf Chicago in 
which the panels between the uprights 
of the steel frame are filled with thin 
iron, just as they might have been filled 
with pasteboard or leather. Such u 
buildiug has no walls. The spaces be¬ 
tween the constructional uprights aud 
horizoutals are simply filled, partly 
with glass, partly with an opaque 
screeu. That is tho logical beginning of 
the new tradition, and if the designers 
will take that up and work at it, they 
may, iu the course of the century, de¬ 
velop a new style of architecture. There 
is little chauce, apparently, of that be¬ 
ing done. Instead of that, each designer 
is applying to his own tall building the 
forms which he finds in books or as 
used in liis own practice on buildings 
of a far different character, these previ¬ 
ous bnildiugs having ’been designed 
themselves by reference to books rather 
than under the sway of tradition. 

Iu short, no man can say that he has 
learned of his predecessors any safe and 
certain way of going at his work, and 
the consequence is that those conditions 
under which alone can the design of 
any building be made successful are 
wanting. Since the world began no 
man has ever designed a good building 
independently of tradition. It is as cer¬ 
tain that no man ever will do so as it 
is certain that no man will build a good, 
swift, large freight carrying ship with¬ 
out having consulted the lines of other 
ships not quite so highly developed.— 
“The Field of Art” in Scribner’s.

Screened from Heat and Light. 

The bottom of tin* deep sea is, in¬ 
deed, entirely screened from tin: 
warmth and light of tlie sun by the iu- 
terveuhig iniissjiMvatei-. On land we 
often experience that tlie intervention 
of clouds, which are simply steam or 
divided masses of water, results ill 
gloom and a fall id’ temperature. This 
effect is infinitely more intense ill tlie 
bottom of tlie ocean, between wldcli 
nml tlie sun there is interposed, not 
only for a day or t wo, a layer of cloud, 
lull, for ever, a volume of water often 
several miles thick. Even at fifteen 
fathoms from the surface the light is 
much subdued, producing more tin' ap¬ 
pearance of pall* moonlight than of sun- 
hght, and experiments made with very 
sensitive photographic plates in tlie 
oleiir water of tlie Luke of Geneva have 
shown that sunlight does not penetrate 
to a greater depth there tlaiu 155 
fathoms. In the ocean and in the trop¬ 
ics, where sunshine is most intense, no

First Locomotive Whistles. 

We are accustomed to regard the 
whistle as a very Important pa it of the 
locomotive engine, but within the mem¬ 
ory of some of the older engineers the 
bell gave the only warning of the ap¬ 
proach of a train. The first whistles 
were Intended as a warning In more 
ways than one. Iu the early days of 
tlie railroads the trains were much In¬ 
terrupted by cattle, sheep and pigs on 
tlie right of way, and in order to 
frighten them off a small hole was 
bored in front of the engine boiler and 
fitted with a tube. When the train 
came rattling along and the engineer 
saw a cow on the track he opened this 
hole and out spurted the steam and hot 
water with a tremendous cracking and 
hissing, filling the air with a cloud of 
mist. It was enough to frighten the 
most intrepid cow and send her bawl¬ 
ing from the tracks. 

Presently some ingenious workman 
fitted up a reed and drove it into the 
steam hole and tlie screeching and 
whistling that it made not only fright¬ 
ened the cows, but terrified every one 
who lived along the road. But ft did 
its work so well that the whistle was 
finally removed from the front of the 
engine and placed on top, where lt Is 
used to-day. 

A similar story Is told of the first 
steamboat whistle used on the great 
lakes. Early ln May, 1844, the steam¬ 
er Rochester departed from Buffalo, 
bound for Chicago. The engineer was 
a mechanical genius named McGee, 
and he had constructed a steam whistle 
from plaus which he had seen in a 
scientific paper. On the way up the 
lakes he blew It at every stop, much 
to tlie astonishment and terror of the 
inhabitants. Just before reaching 
Mackinaw the Rochester, after a lively 
race, passed the steamer Gen. Porter, 
Capt. C. L. Gager.
